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College  Serves 
1114  Students  in 
Extension  Work 

Enrollment  for  East  Year  In  This  De¬ 
partment  Shows  Increase  178  Stu¬ 
dents — 51  Courses  Have  Been  Organ¬ 
ized  So  Far  This  Year. 


Eleven  .hundred  and  fourteen  individ¬ 
ual  students  were  served  by  tliccxtcn- 
.  sion  department  of  the  Collcgo  during 
the  past  school  year  according  to  the 
annual  report  of  Mr.  Cooper,  director. 
Tills  is  an  increase  of  178  students  over 
last  year,  when  the  enrollment  for  the 
department  was  936,  and  an  increase  of 
423  students  over  the  year  before,  when 
the  enrollment  was  091. 

'  Mr.  Cooper’s  report  shows  that  73 
•extension  classes  were  conducted  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  and  that  879  students 
were  enrolled  in  them.  Last  year  there 
were  716  students  enrolled  in  54,  exten¬ 
sion  classes,  the  increase  the  prts.t  year 
being  19  classes  and  163  students. 

In  correspondence  work  the  depart- 
.  ment  served  235  students  the  past  year, 
an  increase  of  fifteen  students  over  the 
preceding  year. 

The  extension  department  is  busy  now 
organizing  extension  courses  over  the 
district  for  the  coming  year.  Fifty-one 
courses  have  been  organized  so  far  this 
year.  With  several  others  in  the  process 
of  organization,  indications  point  to  at 
least  as  large  enrollment  in  this  depart¬ 
ment  as  last  year. 

Mr.  Cooper,  director  of  the  depart¬ 
ment,  has  been  granted  a  year’s  leave 
of  absence  to  attend  Harvard.  Mr. 
Selecman  will  be  acting  director  of  the 
department  in  Mr.  Cooper’s  absence-

In  Assembly 
Talk — Business  of  This  Institution 
To  Make  Citizens.

Mildrod  Miller,  formerly  of  tho  edu¬ 
cation  dopnvtmont  of  S.  T.  C.,  lias  boon 
teaching  this  summer  at  tho  Adams 
Normal  School. 


“As  long  as  men  love  a  good  fight, 
as  long  as  they  love  competitive  con¬ 
tests.  football  will  be  played.” 

So  declared  tlio  Pev.  Joseph  A.  Coop¬ 
er,  a  former  S.  T.  C.  faculty  member 
and  for  tho  past  year  a  Chautauqua 
lecturer,  in  a  forceful  address  given  at 
assembly  last  Wednesday. 

“But  I  want  to  remind  you  that  this 
is  not  the  real  justification  for  foot¬ 
ball  being  played  in  college,”  continu-| 
cd  Mr.  Cooper.  “Football  commands  a! 
place  in  college  iife,"  not  because  mon- 1 
love  a  good  fight,  hut  because  football 
is  real  preparation  "for  a  bigger  game — 
the  game  of  life.  Football  preparation 
is  life  preparation. 

“I  believe  that  wo  aro  coming  to  a 
period  of  reaction  in  college  athletics. 
We  must  convince  our  taxpayers  who 
support  our  institutions  that  football 
is  a  real  preparation  for  life.  It  de¬ 
velops  loyalty  .to  the  institution,  loy¬ 
alty  to  tho  team,  and  loyalty  to  the 
coach.  If  it  is  not  right  to  cheat  in 
the  classroom  or  in  the  business  world 
it  is  not  right  to  do  so  in  football.” 

In  speaking  of  the  taxpayers,  who 
support  such  institutions  as  ours,  Mr. 
Cooper  declared  they  woro  paying  their 
money  becauso  they  were  interested  in 
developing  citizens  who  would  be  train¬ 
ed  to  accept  public'  and  civic  responsi¬ 
bilities.  It  is  pretty  easy,  ho  said,  for 
us-to  accept  the  privileges  of  sueli  in¬ 
stitutions  as  ours  without  accepting  its 
obligations  and,  responsibilities. 

“Tho  whole  business  of  this  institu¬ 
tion.”  concludod  Mr.  Cooper,  “Is  to 
prepare  for  the  great  game  mon  every¬ 
where  in  tho  world  play — tho  great 
game  of  life.” 

At  Wednesday’s  assembly  a  new  cus¬ 
tom  was  established  whereby  all  in  as¬ 
sembly  would  stand  while  tho  seniors 
marched  from  the  room,  they  to  be 
followed  by  tho  juniors,  then  sopho¬ 
mores  and  freshmen.

Coaches  Lawrence  and  Jones  See  Tdvkio 
Beat  Peru  Friday)'1  6  to  0— Heavy 
Bobcat  Team  Comes  Here  Next  Week 
for  Annual  Bearcat  Fray — Tark  Game 
Is  Turkey  Day. 


Coaches  Lawrence  anil  Jones,  accom¬ 
panied  by  several  of  tho  football  squad, 
journeyed  to  Peru,  Nebraska  last  Fri¬ 
day  to  watch  Peru  pluy  another  Bearcat 
opponent.  The  Bearcats  meet  Peru  on 
the  local  gridiron  on  October  9th  and 
play  with  Tarlcio  on  Tranksgiving  Day. 
In  the  struggle  at  Peru  Friday,  Tarkio 
came  away  with  the  long  end  of  the 
score,  6  to'  0. 

The  coaches  in  c'ommenting  on  tho 
game  gave  credit  to' Tarkio  for  having 
a  good  defensive  team,  but  also  men¬ 
tion  that  the  score  did  not  tell  the 
•<3r<ry-?rf-i/nwga-mc.  Pgrn  lost  numerous 
ances  to  score  due  to  famines  .‘.£‘1 
costly  penalties,  while  Tarkio ’s  score 
came  on  a  blocked  kick  recovered  on 
the  Peru  ono  foot  line.  At  no  other 
time  did  Tarkio  threaten  the  Peru  goal 
line,  while  tlio  Bobcats  consistently  out- 
gained  their  opponents  anil  wore  a  con¬ 
stant  threat.  It  was,  just  another  game 
in  which  tho  cost  of,  penalties  and  fum¬ 
bles  was  the  margiri^of  victory. 

The  forward  wall  of  the  Peru  team 
appeared  vory  strong  having  both  size 
and  speed.  All  of  the  team  will  ap¬ 
proach  close  to  200  pounds  and  tho  big 
roil-lionilcil  fullback  of  former  years  is 
still  with  them.  Peru  was  well  versed 
in  end  runs  anil  lino  plays  and  no  doubt 
would  have  scored  had  it  not  been  for 
tiie  tendency  to  fumblo  anil  for  tlie 
costly  ponarties.  Tarkio ’s  score  came 
as  tlie  result  of  blocked  punt  late  in 
tho  last  quarter  and  was  followed  by  a 
determined  rush  on  tho  part  of  the 
Peru  team  which  carried  them  from 
tlioir  own  twenty  yard  lino  to  tho 
Tarkio ’s  goal,  where  had  generalship 
allowed  tho  game  to  ond  with  tho  ball 
in  possession  of  Pont. 

In  commenting  on  tlie  game  Coach

Just  tho  skeleton  of  Alary villo’s  “Old 
Ironsides”  remains  on  tho  hill,  stand¬ 
ing  in  bold  relief  against  tho  sky.

was  bold.  Six  thousand  doliars  was 
pledged  nnd  propositions  for  donations 
of  sales  of  land  for  a  site  for  the  school 
were  entertained.  Eight  .  propositions 
were  received  and  the  ono  accepted  was 
made  by  Theodora  L.  Robinson.  His 
tract  Avas  of  nearly  ten  acres  with  tlio 
price  of  $1,300.00  which,,  with  a  sub¬ 
scription  by  citizens  covering  that 
amount,  rendered  the  site  practically  a 
donation. 

The  Seminary  Board  consisted  of  fif¬ 
teen  members  with  the  following  offic¬ 
ers:

tal  bids  of  these  men  amounting  to  $19,- 
075.  The  building  was  completed  in 
1891. 

Prominent  instructors  at  tho  Sem¬ 
inary  during  its  existence  were  Miss 
Cora  Dann,  Miss  Cora  E.  Dill,  John  H. 
Walker,  and  Miss  Laura  Hawkins. 

Professor  O.  II.  Smith  was  the  first 
president  of  tlio  institution.  Others 
wore  Georgo  E.  Moore,  C.  O.  Mcrica, 
tho  Reverend  C.  O.  Miller,  and  C.  F. 
Eiiyart,  who  was  the  last-  president. 
The  Seminary  was  under  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the.  Maryville  First  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  and  tlio  teachers 
were  employed  by  the  board  of  trustees 
but  the  school  was  kept  non-sectarian. 

Juno  8,  1905  saw  tho  last  conimenco- 


mon?  of  tho  Maryville  Seminary  when 
the  /Roverend  B,  B.  Lytle,  president 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  presented  di¬ 
plomas  to  the  following  graduates:  !

Tho  old  Maryville  Seminary  that  had 
served  ns  an  only  preparatory  school 
for  Maryville  youths  for  fourteon  years 
now  became  a  part  of  tho  Northwest 
Stato  Teachers  Oollego.  Perhaps  ono 
of  the  reasons  the  stato  officials  con¬ 
sidered  Maryville  ns  the  scat  of  tho 
present  college  was  tho  fact  that  tho 
Seminary  was  offered  ns  a  donation  to 
the  state,  which  had  its  valuation  for 
school  purposes  placed  at  $30,000.  It 
was  used  for  a  school  building  until 
1910. 

And  now,  the  old  Seminary  build¬ 
ing,  wiiidowlcss  nnd  deserted,  whose 
only  service  to  the  community  the  Inst 
few  years  has  been  to  servo  ns  a  land 
mark,  is  being  dismantled.  The  brick, 
lumber,  nnd  all  the  available  material 
that  might  possibly  be  of  use  aro  being 
hauled  near  tho  power  plant  on  tho 
campus  of  tho  Northwest  State  Teach¬ 
ers  College  to  be  used  for  construction 
purposes  at  the  college — according  to 


the  president  of  the  board  of  regents, 
W.  F.  Phnres, 

A  fitting  episode  to  the  interesting 
history  of  the  old  building  was  tho  un¬ 
earthing  of  a  little  tin  box  from  the 
corner  stone  by  workmen  wlio  wore 
razing  tho  building. 

This  littlo  box  contained  sovoral  in¬ 
teresting  things,  among  which  was  nn 
"Historical  Memoranda  of  tho  Mary¬ 
ville  Seminary"  by  nn  unknown  writ- 
or.  The  dominating  nnd  concluding 
thought  in  the  nrticlo  stressed  tho  fu¬ 
tility  of  waiting  Until  "some  philan¬ 
thropist"  should  como  along  and  be¬ 
queath  a  largo  sum  of  money  for  tho 
establishment  of  an  educational  insti¬ 
tution  here — nnd  leaving  this  thought 
to  posterity  that  tho  citizens  of  Mary¬ 
ville  had  nctod  Aviscly  in  straining  all 
their  resources  to  bo  filially  rewarded 
by  scoing  tho  Maryvillo  Seminary  an 
actuality.  _  - 

Other  contents  of  tho  box  consisted 
of  a  Bible  of  the  1885  odition,  King 
James  version;  several  newspapers  in 
existence  at  that  time;  Borne  official 
papors;  various  catalogs  of  the  Semin¬ 
ary,  giving  the  officers  of  tlio  school, 
tho  teachers,  nnd  the  courses  offered;  a 
program  of  tho  corner  stono  laying 
which  took  place  July  22,  1890  stating 
that  Frank'  Sho.emnkcr^  was  tho  marshal 
of  the  day  and  addresses  were  made
